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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN 
OP  THE  RICHMOND  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  C-entlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1967. 

The  report  follows  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Minister 

of  Health. 

Once  again  the  vital  statistics  may  be  considered 
satisfactory,  the  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during 
the  year  -  529  compared  with  561  in  the  year  1966,  and  the  birth 
rate  (corrected  by  the  Comparability  Pact or  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General),  at  23. 00  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales  at  17.2.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  18 
compared  with  16  in  1966. 

The  death  rate  (again  corrected  by  the  Comparability 
Factor)  at  11.59  (11.03  in  1966)  compares  with  the  National 
Rate  at  11.2. 

There  were  12  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
and  of  the  deaths  3  were  under  one  week  of  age.  The  infantile 
mortality  rate  at  23. 00  is  higher  than  the  National  Rate  at  18. 3 
Prematurity  still  remains  the  main  cause  for  these  infantile 
deaths. 


There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year.  The 
still  birth  rate  at  6.00  is  lower  than  the  corresponding  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  at  14.  7* 

On  considering  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  - 
146,  the  male  deaths  at  86  were  higher  than  the  total  for  1966 
(79) »  female  deaths  (60)  were  lower  than  in  i960  (62). 

The  main  causes  of  death  were:-  heart  diseases  with 
48  deaths,  (45  in  1966),  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system  with  25  deaths  (14  in  1966) ,  and  cancer  23  (25in  1966) , 
and  respiratory  disease  other  than  tuberculosis  19  (20  in  1966) , 
1  tuberculosis  (non-pulmonary) . 
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Three  hundred  and  seventy-nine  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  were  notified  in  the  district  during  the  year  compared 
with  210  in  1966.  The  increase  was  mainly  due  to  the  higher 
number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  measles  occurring  during 
the  year,  149  cases  of  whooping  cough  as  against  4  cases  in 
1966,  and  201  cases  of  measles  compared  with  186  in  1966. 
Immunisation  against  whooping  cough  is  carried  out  along  with 
diphtheria,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  in  the  County  Council 
Clinics,  and  by  General  Practitioners  on  behalf  of  the  County. 

It  appears  that  the  immunisation  against  whooping 
cough  is  not  as  effective  as  that  against  diphtheria,  and  that 
a  small  number  of  cases  are  occurring  in  children  who  have 
been  immunised  by  the  "triple  Antigen".  I  understand  that 
the  Ministry  is  considering  this.  There  were  no  cases  of 
diphtheria  during  the  year. 

Three  cases  of  dysentery  ?;ere  notified  during  the 
year,  compared  with  11  in  1966,  and  3  cases  of  acute 
pneumonia  as  against  1  in  19 66. 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  in 
this  district  during  the  year. 

Seventeen  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during 
the  year  compared  with  no  cases  in  1966. 

There  was  1  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified 
in  1967?  compared  with  3  in  1966  and  no  case  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  notified  in  the  year  as  in  1966.

Environmental  Hygiene . 


Water  supplies  throughout  the  district  have  proved, 
in  general,  to  be  adequate  and  wholesome.  Water  is  supplied 
by  the  Northallerton  and  the  Pales  Water  Board  with  the 
exception  of  some  isolated  properties  which  have  their  own 
sources.  Sampling  is  carried  out  by  Officers  of  the  Board 
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and  Public  Health  Inspectors,  normally  operating  independently. 
Some  variation  in  the  results  of  samples  taken  by  the  two 
authorities  necessitated  sampling  to  be  instituted  in 
conjunction  with  the  Water  Board.  Although  reasons  for  the 
variations  were  not  discovered,  samples  taken  by  both 
authorities  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  were  all  excellent. 
The  connection  of  all  houses  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Martins  to 
the  newly  provided  water  main  eliminated  one  unsatisfactory 
and  one  inadequate  water  supply. 

The  installation  of  sewers  in  the  villages  of 
East  Layton  and  Caldwell  was  a  continuation  of  the  Council's 
intention  to  sewer  smaller  parishes.  In  addition,  the 
commencement  of  work  to  connect  four  cottages  at  7/athcote  in 
the  Parish  of  Easby  to  the  Richmond  Borough  sewer,  will  enable 
these  four  cottages  to  be  provided  with  modern  amenities. 
Further  progress  on  the  sewering  of  Dalton  and  Gayles  resulted 
in  the  scheme  being  put  out  to  tender  for  commencement  early 
in  1968.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  great  efforts  by  the 
Council  and  its  Officers  to  resolve  difficulties  in  providing 
a  suitable  site  for  disposal  works  in  the  Parish  of  Skeeby 
have  not  met  with  the  success  they  deserve.  Only  strenuous 
efforts  by  the  Council's  Officers  have  kept  the  public  health 
risk  to  a  minimum. 

Twenty-two  houses  were  modernised  with  the  aid  of 
Improvement  Grants  and  many  more  applications  were  received. 

The  Council  is  most  anxious  to  encourage  modernisation 
wherever  possible,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  progress  is 
delayed  as  a  result  of  pressure  of  work  on  local  architects 
and  builders.  The  Council  itself  purchased  seven  old  houses 
in  the  district  and  these  were  modernised  and  re-let.  In 
addition,  six  of  the  Council's  existing  houses  at  Eppleby  were 
improved,  whilst  ten  new  houses  were  erected  at  Skeeby.  The 
provision  of  sewers  throughout  the  district  has  been  found  to 
encourage  property  owners  to  modernise  their  houses. 

The  proposed  closure  of  overseas  military  bases  and 
the  consequent  build-up  of  military  personnel  in  Catterick 
Garrison  resulted  in  the  Ministry  of  Defence  seeking  the  aid 
of  the  Council  for  the  erection  of  married  quarters  as  a 
crash  programme.  The  Council  agreed  to  erect  150  houses  on 
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land  at  its  Piper  Hill  Estate  for  use  by  the  Military 
Authorities  for  an  interim  period,  and  much  preparatory  work 
was  carried  out  with  a  view  to  commencement  of  building 
operations  early  in  1968*

Tyas,  Scorton  and  Sppleby,  have  monthly  sessions  and  are 
attended  by  local  practitioners.

4*  Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies. 

The  testing  of  water  supplies  for  fluoride  content  has 
not  been  carried  out  since  1962,  but  at  that  time  an  average  of 
0.07  parts  per  million  was  found.  The  North  Riding  County 
Council  was  approached  with  a  view  to  increasing  the  fluoride 
content  to  the  recommended  one  part  per  million,  but  in 
March,  1966,  the  County  Council  decided  not  to  apply  the 
principal  of  fluoridation. 

5 .  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  in  the  District.

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Microscopical  Examination  -  A  minute  deposit  from  half  a  gallon 
from  each  sample  consisted  of  mineral  matter  and  vegetable  debris. 

Plumbo- solvency  -  A  piece  of  prepared  lead  foil  was  placed  in  a 
glass-stoppered  bottle  which  was  filled  to  capacity  (approx. 

150  mis.)  with  the  sample.  After  standing  24  hours  at  15  C. 
the  water  was  decanted  from  the  bottle  and  the  lead  content 
determined.  The  lead  was  transferred  to  a  fresh  portion  of 
the  sample  and  the  process  repeated. 


The  concentrations  of  lead  found  in  the  samples  at  the  end  of

Of  the  12  unsatisfactory  samples  4  were  taken  from 
No.  2  Spring  at  Crumma.  This  spring  was  closed  down.  Five  more 
of  the  bad  samples  resulted  from  break-downs  in  the  chlorinating 
plant,  but  in  the  remaining  3  cases  it  was  not  possible  to  trace 
the  reason  for  the  pollution  and  follow-up  samples  were  satisfactory. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water 
Board  for  the  above  information. 

A  further  102  samples  of  water  were  taken  throughout 
the  district  by  the  public  health  inspectors,  101  of  these  were 
from  the  Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water  Board  supply,  and  one 
from  a  private  source.

Of  the  30  suspicious  or  unsatisfactory  samples,  5  were  as 
a  result  of  break-down  in  chlorination  plant  and  4  as  a  result  of 
pollution  following  heavy  rain  at  the  source  at  Crumma.  The 
remaining  unsatisfactory  samples  gave  rise  to  concern  because  there 
was  no  apparent  reason  for  these  bad  results,  particularly  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  samples  taken  by  the  Water  Board  from  the  same 
source  and  at  the  same  time  gave  satisfactory  results. 

In  order  to  resolve  this  problem,  the  public  health 
inspectors  accompanied  the  officers  of  the  Water  Board  on  numerous 
occasions  when  sampling  was  carried  out.  In  November,  a  sample 
taken  by  the  Water  Board  and  a  sample  taken  by  the  public  health 
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inspectors  from  the  same  tap  and  at  the  same  time  gave  completely 
opposite  results,  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  was  informed 
of  the  position  and  asked  to  comment.  The  Laboratory  was  unable 
to  account  for  the  discrepancy  and  as,  from  that  date  all  samples 
submitted  to  the  laboratory  by  the  end  of  the  year  gave  excellent 
results,  the  reason  for  the  previous  bad  samples  remains  obscure. 

The  water  supply  to  the  Parish  of  St.  Martins  was 
completed  during  the  year  and  all  properties,  with  the  exception 
of  one  farm  and  one  farm  cottage  are  now  connected  to  the  public 
supply.  As  a  result  of  these  connections,  the  supply  of  water 
to  the  farm  cottage  and  the  farm  is  now  adequate  in  quantity  and 
satisfactory  in  quality  as  they  are  now  the  only  two  properties 
connected  to  the  bore  which  previously  supplied  28  houses. 

6.  Action  Taken  in  Kespect  of  Contamination. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  notifies  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  by  telephone  immediately  any  sample  is  found  to 
be  contaminated,  the  result  being  confirmed  by  official  report 
as  usual.  The  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Water  Board  is 
immediately  informed,  and  his  investigations  are  duly  reported 
to  the  Council.

8.  Sewerage  Systems* 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  provision  of  sewerage  systems 
for  the  villages  East  Layton  and  Caldwell.  In  addition,  work 
was  commenced  on  a  scheme  to  connect  4  cottages  at  Y/athcote  in  the 
Parish  of  Easby  to  the  Richmond  Borough  sewerage  scheme. 
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8.  (Contd.) 

Following  the  Official  Inquiry  held  in  December,  1966 
into  the  proposed  sewerage  scheme  for  the  villages  of  Dalton  and 
Gayles,  approval  was  given  and  tenders  invited  during  1967- 
Full  approval  was  received  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  work  will  commence  early  in  1968. 

Further  delays  were  experienced  in  the  acquisition  of 
a  site  for  the  sewage  works  to  serve  the  village  of  Skeeby. 
Despite  the  utmost  efforts  made  by  the  Council  the  position  was 
still  unresolved  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  indeed 
fortunate  that  the  temporary  measures  to  alleviate  this  nuisance 
have  been  maintained  and  have  been  successful  in  minimising  any 
risk  to  public  health. 

The  following  parishes  remain  unsewered,  and  obviously 
the  absence  of  a  sewerage  system  in  any  village  must  give  rise 
to  varying  degrees  of  pollution  and  moreover  restricts  the 
modernisation  of  a  number  of  houses  where  full  modern  amenities 
are  lacking.  The  Council’s  policy  is  to  sewer  all  parishes 
but,  of  course,  these  have  had  to  be  arranged  in  a  system  of 
priorities.

9.  Sanitary  Accommodation. 

With  the  completion  of  sewerage  schemes,  owners  of  many 
properties  are  converting  the  old  privy  and  chemical  closets  to 
water  carriage.  The  Council  assists  property  owners  in  this 
work  by  means  of  Conversion  Grants  and  during  1967,  three  such 
grants  were  made.  Twenty-two  more  conversions  were  carried 
out  by  means  of  Improvement  and  Standard  Grants,  and  as  these 
latter  grants  are  instrumental  in  obtaining  not  only  water 
closets,  but  also  hot  water  systems,  baths  and  wash-basins, 
this  type  of  aid  is  much  more  satisfactory.  With  this  in 
view,  the  Council  decided  that  full  modern  amenities  are  to  be 
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9.  (Contd. ) 

pressed  for,  and  privy  conversion  grants  are  only  normally 
paid  in  cases  where  it  is  not  practicable  to  provide  a  bath, 
wash-basin,  sink,  hot  ¥/ater  supply  and  food  store  by  reason  of 
restricted  space,  inability  to  pay,  age  of  applicant,  or  where 
these  facilities  are  already  provided. 

RE  FUSS  COLLECTION 

10.  Refuse  Collection  Service. 


This  service  is  operated  by  direct  labour 
administered  by  the  Counoil’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  total  cost  of  providing  the  refuse  collection 
service,  apart  from  Catterick  Camp,  was  £9? 605  compared  with 

£10,455  in  1966. 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  tipping,  which  is 
controlled  as  far  as  possible,  and  depending  largely  on  the 
availability  of  suitable  covering  material. 

HOUSING 

11.  Improvement  Grants  -  Housing  (Financial)  Provisions 
Act,  1958  and-  the  Housing  Act,  1959* 

Forty  applications  for  grants  were  received  during 
the  year,  and  all  were  granted  by  the  Council. 

12.  New  Houses  Erected  in  1967 » 

A  total  of  98  new  houses  was  erected  during  the  year, 
10  by  the  Council  and  88  by  private  enterprise. 

13.  Unfit  Houses. 


One  hundred  and  eighty-four  houses  were  inspected 
for  housing  defects  during  the  year,  8  were  found  to  be  not 
in  all  respects  fit  for  human  habitation,  30  were  subsequently 
made  fit,  1  was  demolished  and  5  were  closed. 

A  total  of  411  visits  was  made  to  houses  under  the 
Act  during  1967- 
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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 
14 •  Nuisances. 

Five  hundred  and  one  inspections  were  made  in 
connection  with  nuisances,  and  in  140  cases  statutory  nuisances 
were  found.  One  hundred  and  twenty-six  of  these  were  abated 
as  a  result  of  informal  action,  work  on  the  remainder  being  in 
course  of  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  the  degree  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  general 
public  with  regard  to  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  In  the  vast 
majority  of  cases,  an  informal  approach  is  sufficient  to  secure 
the  desired  result. 

15 •  Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  operates  a  rodent  control  service  and  for 
this  purpose  two  rodent  operators  are  employed  full  time. 

This  service  is  available  to  private  householders 
free  of  charge,  but  treatment  of  agricultural  and  business 
premises  is  undertaken  normally  under  form  of  Contract.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  108  Contracts  were  in  operation.  The 
Table  following  sets  out  a  summary  of  work  done  by  the  rodent 
operators  and  public  health  inspectors.

The  employment  of  a  second  rodent  operator  in  1966 
has  greatly  improved  the  efficiency  of  the  service  with  a  result 
that  more  surveys  are  being  carried  out,  whilst  premises  under 
Contract  are  being  visited  much  more  frequently.  This,  of  course, 
is  instrumental  in  preventing  infestations  reaching  large 
proportions. 

In  addition,  all  the  Council's  sewers  in  21  sewered 
parishes  were  treated  and  in  only  2  of  the  parishes  were  traces 
of  rats  found.  Such  results  speak  well  for  the  high  degree  of 
surface  control. 

16.  Offensive  Trades. 

Following  the  closure  of  one  v/aste  food  plant  there  are 
now  only  two  registered  offensive  trades  in  the  district,  one 
knacker’s  yard  and  one  waste  food  plant.  Sixteen  visits  were 
paid  during  the  year,  in  the  course  of  which  four  contraventions 
were  fcund  and  all  were  remedied  as  a  result  of  informal  action.

The  average  throughput  at  this  plant  is  somewhere  in  the 
region  of  8,000  hens  per  month  and  visits  are  normally  paid  twice 
weekly.  It  is,  of  course,  impracticable  for  a  hundred  per  cent 
inspection  to  be  carried  out,  but  arrangements  have  been  made  with 
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20.  (Contd. ) 

the  proprietor  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
that  is  to  say,  all  persons  employed  in  the  plant  have  been 
provided  with  a  copy  of  the  appropriate  'Code  of  Practice'  and 
also  the  table  of  normal  and  abnormal  conditions  to  be  found 
in  poultry.  These  tables  have  also  been  placed  in  prominent 
positions  within  the  factory.

Fine  renewal  licences  to  slaughter  animals  were 
granted  during  the  year.

24.  Food  Hygiene. 

The  continual  effort  to  secure  good  standards  v/as 
pursued  during  the  year,  principle  attention  being  given, 
of  course,  to  premises  where  food  is  actually  prepared 
viz.  fried  fish  shops,  bakehouses,  licensed  premises,  canteens 
and  restaurants,  hotels  and  cafes.  In  all  516  visits  were 
paid  to  such  premises. 

In  41  cases  contraventions  of  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations  were  noted  and  although  the  vast  majority  were 
remedied  as  soon  as  they  were  dram  to  the  attention  of  the 
proprietors,  in  one  instance  it  was  felt  necessary  to 
institute  legal  proceedings.  This  involved  several 
contraventions  at  a  public  house  within  the  area  which  had 
been  the  source  of  similar  contraventions  in  the  past.  The 
proprietor  pleaded  guilty  to  12  offences  under  the  Regulations 
and  was  fined  a  total  of  £120  and  ordered  to  pay  8  guineas 
costs. 

The  majority  of  other  contraventions  were  found  in 
transport  cafes,  of  which  there  are  seven.  The  difficulty 
in  such  places  is  two-fold,  firstly  the  rapid  change-over  in 
staff  which  seems  to  be  a  feature  of  transport  cafes,  and 
secondly,  the  fact  that  cooking  appliances  are  in  use  24  hours 
a  day,  and  this,  of  course,  makes  effective  cleansing  difficult. 

A  small  family  bakery  which  has  been  in  use  for  many 
years  was  felt  to  have  now  deteriorated  to  such  an  extent  that 
the  expenditure  of  a  considerable  sum  was  inevitable.  The 
proprietress  was  an  elderly  lady  in  poor  health,  and  it  was 
decided  (a)  that  it  would  be  unreasonable  for  her  to  undertake 
expensive  modernisation  at  her  age  and  (b)  that  legal 
proceedings  would  have  little,  or  no  effect.  Accordingly, 
the  lady  was  interviewed  and  she  voluntarily  agreed  to  close 
the  bakery  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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2 5 •  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  licences  under  the  Act  were  in 
force  in  respect  of  the  following  caravan  sites s- 

Seasonal  use  only  -  1  site  for  100  caravans 

-  1  site  for  45  caravans 

-  5  sites  for  2  to  5  caravans 

-  10  individual  sites 

Permanent  Sites  -  1  site  for  6  caravans 

-  4  sites  for  2. to  5  caravans 

-  13  individual  sites. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-one  visits  were  made  to  these 
sites,  during  which  ten  contraventions  were  remedied  informally. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
against  the  proprietor  of  a  site  for  6  residential  caravans.  This 
involved  contraventions  of  six  of  the  conditions  of  licence,  and 
following  a  plea  of  guilty  the  proprietor  was  fined  a  total  of  £50. 

26.  Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  two  swimming  pools  in  the  Council's  district 
and  "both  are  situated  on  Crown  Land  at  Catterick  Camp.  One  is  an 
open-air  pool  owned  by  the  Ministry  of  Defence  and  the  second  an 
indoor  pool  owned  by  the  Sandes  Soldiers  Home.  Both  pools  are 
under  military  supervision  in  respect  of  hygiene  but  a  close 
liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Military  Authority  as  far  as  Sandes 
Soldiers  Home  is  concerned,  as  this  is  extensively  used  by 
civilians  including  schoolchildren. 

Sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  Military  Authority  at 
both  pools  and  the  Public  Health  Department  is  notified  if  bad 

results  are  obtained. 

*  '  % 

Although  no  adverse  reports  were  received  during  1967 
from  either  pool,  some  concern  was  expressed  in  December  at  the 
considerable  variation  in  the  amount  of  residual  chlorine  at  the 
outlet  of  the  swimming  pool  at  Sandes  Soldiers  Home.  This  was 
found  to  be  due  to  inefficient  chlorination,  and  following 
representations  by  the  Military  Authority  and  the  Council,  the 
chlorination  procedure  was  rectified. 

The  swimming  baths  itself,  although  reasonably  well 
maintained,  incorporates  several  out  of  date  features,  and 
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26.  (Contd.) 

arrangements  were  made  for  consultations  between  the  Council, 
the  Military  Authority  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Home,  to  be 
held  in  1968 ,  with  a  view  to  securing  whatever  modernisation 
might  be  practicable  and  economic. 

2 7 •  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  19 63. 

There  are  3  animal  boarding  establishments 
registered  under  the  Act.  These  were  visited  on  10 
occasions  and  were  found  to  be  clean  and  well  run. 

28.  Hackney  Carriages. 

Byelaws  made  under  section  68  of  the  Town  Police 
Clauses  Act,  1847 >  and  section  171  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1875,  were  made  jointly  by  the  Council  and  the  Council  of 
the  Borough  of  Richmond. 

Inspections  were  carried  out  of  all  vehicles 
licensed  as  hackney  carriages.  Although  there  are  22 
licensed  in  operation,  as  a  result  of  vehicle  changes  28 
vehicles  were  examined  during  the  year  and  a  total  of  82 
inspections  was  found  to  be  necessary.  Generally,  the 
standard  of  cleanliness  and  repair  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.
